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Applicant presents the following four arguments to support his contentition that the 103(a) rejection of claim 1 is improper: 

1) No teaching of a mobile station communicating separately and directly with an authentication server and a database server 

2) No teaching of more than one authentication request 

3) No teaching of determining whether a mobile station has authority to access only one database record and not all database 

records 

4) No teaching of two keys 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. Regarding 1), Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive because they are outside the scope of 
the claimed invention. Nowhere in the claimed language is separate and direct communication between a mobile station and each an 
authentication server and a database server required. The mere statement that information is provided from one entitiy to another does 
not require separate and direct communication. For one example, a server may provide information to a client even though a number of 
intermediary gateway/routing devices are involved. 

Regarding 2), Applicant argues that more than one authentication request is not taught by attacking each cited reference 
individually. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Applicant acknowledges that Tabuki teaches one 
authentication request (Remarks: page 4, lines 18-19). A second authetication request is taught by Kippenhan, and such incorporation 
was duly cited in the previous action (page 4, lines 10-16). 

Regarding 3), Applicant presents another argument outside the scope of the claim language. Nothing in the claim language 
precludes accessing other database records. In contrast, the claim language calls for access to a database record (claim 1, lines 11-12). 
Tabuki teaches a process whereby a user may access a particular database record. Whether or not Tabuki teaches a more 
comprehensive access than just a particular database record is immaterial to the invention as claimed. 

Regarding 4), Applicant argues that two keys are not present by attacking each cited reference individually. Again, in response to 
applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the 
rejections are based on combinations of references. Applicant does not contest that Tabuki teaches use of a first key. The Doonan 
reference teaches utilization of a second key. The combination of references thus teaches two keys. 
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
